Christmas  is  many  things  to  many  people.  For  most  people,  it  is  a time 
for  celebration  and  for  the  display  of  such  outward  symbols  of  this  celebra- 
tion as  pine  trees  and  gayly  colored  bulbs,  mistletoe,  eggnog,  reindeer  . . . 
ad  infinitum.  For  Christians,  the  primary  significance  of  Christmas  is 
that  it  has  become  a time  of  happiness  and  thanksgiving  for  the  memory 
of  the  birth  of  Christ,  mankind’s  Saviour.  But  for  almost  all  people, 
Christmas  has  become  a spirit  which  signifies  more  than  the  aforemen- 
tioned things.  It  signifies  the  feeling  of  brotherhood  and  good-will  between 
men. 

The  fact  that  his  spirit  of  Christmas  has  become  synonymous  with  the 
feast  itself  is  a good- thing.  The  fact  that  this  good-will  and  concern  for 
the  problems  of  others  is  so  short- loved  is  not. 

It  seems  to  us  that  brotherhood  and  good-will  are  two  feelings  which  are 
not  well  used  when  they  are  packed  away  each  year  with  the  Christmas 
ornaments  and  not  retrieved  until  the  time  for  decoration  comes  again. 
If  this  is  done,  then  these  two  ideas  become  as  artificial  as  the  things 
with  which  they  are  packaged.  In  this  respect,  they  come  to  lose  much 
of  the  feeling  with  which  they  should  be  connected  and  become  only  the 
guises  with  which  men  bedeck  themselves,  much  as  they  bedeck  the 
holiday  tree. 

Brotherhood  and  good-will  should  be  practiced  throughout  the  year 
and  should  be  sincerely  borne.  If  this  is  done,  men  everywhere  will 
learn  to  live  in  peace  and  Christmas  will  last  the  whole  year  through.

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A Word  from  Bird 


Once  again  this  year,  a debate 
has  raged  in  the  United  Nations 
over  the  proposal  of  admitting  Red 
China  to  that  body.  As  you  nay 
know,  the  delegation  from  the  small 
island  of  Formosa  holds  the  recog- 
nition as  the  legetimate  represent- 
ative of  China.  It  is  the  contention 
of  the  Soviet  Bloc  that  the  continued 
seating  of  the  Formosan  Ambass- 
ador is  illegal.  They  claim  that  this 
actually  does  not  represent  the  625 
million  citizens  of  the  Peoples’ 
Republic  of  China  (Red  China),  but 
instead  only  represents  the  people 
of  Formosa.  The  Nationalists  Chi- 
nese report  that  although  the  U.N. 
Ambassador  is  sent  from  Formosa, 
he  actually  does  represent  the  main- 
land people  because  the  Formosan 
government,  called  the  Republic  of 
China,  is  the  only  legal  government 
of  China  in  existence. 

The  battle,  therfore,  seems  to 
hinge  on  which  government,  the  one 
based  on  Formosa  or  the  one  that 
occupies  the  Mainland,  is  the  legal 
Chinese  government  and  has  the 
right  to  send  an  ambassador  to  the 
U.N. 

The  U.So  attitude  is  following  its 
traditional  stand  of  upholding  the 
Formosan  cause.  It  is  the  opin- 
ion of  this  writer  that  both  the  U.S. 
government  and  the  U.N.  are  cor- 
rect in  their  decisions,  and  that 
they  should  not  allow  their  stand 
to  be  altered,  no  matter  what  pres- 
sures are  placed  on  them. 

As  was  mentioned,  the  question 
is  one  of  legality;  it  is  not  one 
of  numbers.  Although  the  Formosan 
regime  is  based  on  an  island  of  9 
million  people,  it  is  not  automati- 
cally invalid  just  because  its  op- 
ponent happens  to  be  based  on  the 
Mainland  of  China.  Because  of  the 
isolation,  it  is  probable  that  the 
Nationalist  representative  does  not 
actually  “represent”  all  of  the  cit- 
izens of  China  proper.  But  the  Red 
Chinese  government  also  is  not  the 
representative  of  the  people.  It  is 
a Russian  clique  that  has  enslaved 
the  people  of  China,  and  should  not 
be  seated  at  the  U.N.

Hounds  Win  Foul  Fest 

Rebounding  from  their  opening 
loss,  the  Hounds  combined  a blis- 
tering offense  with  a tight  defense 
to  defeat  Conference  foe  Western 
Maryland,  84-77  at  Westminister  on 
Dec.  6th. 

In  a game  marred  by  a total  of  81 
fouls,  Loyola  hit  on  a torrid  45% 
of  its  shots  for  its  first  win.
